LATE AND IMPORTANT Developments of the Industry 


Easier Government Mortgage Terms Coming. 


The Administration is planning a partial backdown from the restrictions 
imposed last July 30 on FHA and GI loans. This is important because last year 
the two agencies backed half the homes built. 

30 year loans will be possible once again, according to a high-level gov- 
ernment source. Last July the maximum was cut to 25 years. 

Down payments will remain the same, at least for the time being. FHA now 
requires at least 7% down on the first $9,000 appraised value plus 27% down on 
the value over $9,000. VA requires at least a flat 2% cash payment. 








When will the easier terms arrive? 

Pressure for the announcement within the next two or three weeks is tre- 
mendous. As dealers know the builder must plan his spring homes in January and 
February for a smooth operaticn. One just can't turn housing off and on like 
water. 


Bankers set to change their tune. 

Sen. Sparkman, chairman of the Senate housing committee, recently had a 
credit conference in Washington with builders and benkers and the big surprise 
was the keen interest among the mortgage moguls for eased credit. 

The U. S. Savings and Loan League, for example, declared that "recent credit 
actions have had an unduly harsh impact on home building. Others used the term 

"poor timing" in referring to the July 30 regulations. 

Hindsight is always easier than foresight. This doesn't help dealers and 
builders stymied for mortgage money right now. In Some areas the situation on 
money is tight and still tighter with each pa passing month. 

Title I for repairs and remodeling is also tough in some sections. Around 
the Gary area, where steel payrolls are setting new records, dealers have a 
rough time nailing down Title I money. 


Expect higher prices in 1956. 

Steel prices are ready for a jump. Scrap prices are up, always a good indi- 
cator of a strong basic market. Gray markets exist on many critical metals 
that go into steel. 

Plywood prices have risen on some types and thicknesses. Both interior and 
exterior grades are affected. 

Glass gray markets exist and we expect them to increase. Glass companies 
are doing their best to increase production but it just doesn't match frantic 
demand. We hear of waiting periods of four to six morths on some sizes of insu- 
lating plate glass. Perhaps the situation will improve as auto output continues 
to drop off. 

Building materials, generally, will have only modest price jumps. Stabiliz- 
ing factor will be the many new and expanded facilities ready this year. Name 
your product and you will find more production scheduled for 1956. Looks like 
competition for worthwhile jobber-dealer representation.

Something new in a profit sharing plan for small firms is described in a 
booklet just published by the Profit Sharing Foundation, 1718 Sherman Ave., 
Evanston, Ill. A simplified system is given in the booklet, which sells for §l. 


What people want when they buy a house. 

Location was cited by 38% of a group of 1,000 home buyers interviewed by 
several universities checking home buying trends. About 20% were looking for a 
home of specific size and 25% said that price was the deciding factor. 

Sound reasons, surely, and very different from many opinions we have heard 
about home buying. It rules out fancy gadgets and suggests that more dealers 
should be quietly buying up good land for future home building by their favored 
contractors. Some of the smartest operators in the industry are doing this 
right now.

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New Institute Aims to Provide Training 
In Erecting, Selling Lu-Re-Co Homes 


To get a more comprehensive 
background in the financing and 
management of the Lu-Re-Co sys- 
tem of home construction, 31 lum 
bermen from eight states last 
month attended the first two-week 
session of the Lu-Re-Co Manage- 
ment and Sales Institute at Cham- 
paign, lll. The institute’s goal is to 
fill the pressing need for technical 
information and to train men to 
merchandise the Lu-Re-Co home 
package, 

Using a seminar approach, re 
search director Raymon Harrel of 
the Lumber Dealers Research 
Council, put the first group of stu- 
dents through a rigorous schedule 
of classes and discussions which 
began at 8:30 a.m. and ran till 
9 p.m. several nights a week. 

Besides studying the technical 
side of fabricating trusses and 
panels, the enthusiastic group 
learned about financing and man 
agement of Lu-Re-Co operations. 
From experts in their respective 
fields, the students learned about 
estimating, land development, ad- 
ministration of construction loans, 
sweat-equity plans, training and 
supervision of personnel and how 
to merchandise the lLu-Re-Co 
package, On field trips, the stu- 
dents visited Lu-Re-Co homes and 
studied the construction and me- 
chanical handling of panels and 
trusses in a lumber yard and at the 
job site 

To demonstrate how various 
building materials dealers all over 
the nation are merchandising the 
Lu-Re-Co home package, Harrell 
used a series of reprints from 
imevicon Lumberman’s award-win 
ning series on Lu-Re-Co homes,

Institute Predicts 
120,000 Prefabs in ‘56 


A record production of 120,000 
factory-made homes is anticipated 
for 1956 by the Prefabricated 
Home Manufacturers’ Institute. 

“In 1955, industry shipments ag- 
gregated nearly 100,000 houses 
against the record of 77,000 units 
sold in 1954. The outlook for 
1956,” says the forecast, “sees the 
trend to prefabrication moving at 
an accelerated rate. The industry 
should expand its share of the 
housing market to approximately 
12% of the single-family, non- 
farm housing starts.” 





Lumber Production 
At 21 Year Peak 


Demand for lumber and _ its 
products remained substantial 
during the third quarter in 1955 
according to the quarterly report 
of the lumber survey committee 
to the Secretary of Commerce. 

Production of lumber was main- 
tained at the high levels of the 
second quarter, and lumber out- 
put of 29.7 billion board feet for 
the first nine months of ’55 was 
the highest of any similar period 
in the past 21 years. 

New orders and lumber ship- 
ments continued to exceed produc 
tion, though in the third quarter 
both unfilled orders and mill in 
ventory declined. 


Federal Home Loan Bank 
Eases Credit Policy 

Curbs on home building credit 
have been eased by the govern- 
ment and the Federal Home Loan 
tank has announced a_ limited 
amount of funds available for 
member savings and loan associa- 
tions to expand mortgage lending. 

The bank’s new credit policy 
went into effect December 12, re- 
laxing restrictions imposed by the 
board in September es an anti- 
inflation move. Private builders 
and lenders had been protesting 
that the mortgage market was too 
tight and that home building might 
fall off drastically next year unless 
credit restrictions were lessened. 

The Federal Home Loan Bank’s 
easier credit policy is the first 
broad easing of credit. Many think 
that the next move is being plotted 
in administration circles now, a 
return to the 30-year maximum 
repayment period for home buyers, 
reduced to 25 years last July on 
government backed home loans.

Names to Replace Grade Numbers 
Under New West Coast Grading Rules 


The substitution of grade names 
for numbers, part of a new grading 
rule for west coast lumber, will go 
into effect in a few weeks according 
to H, V. Simpson, executive vice- 
president, West Coast Lumbermen’s 
Association 

Under the new Rule 15—shaped 
for the buyer and consumer of 
lumber rather than the professional 
grader —- the actual changes in 
grades themselves are slight. The 
principal change is from numbers 
to grade names. Here are the 
changes: No. 1 becomes Construc- 
tion; No. 2, Standard; No. 8, Util- 
ity, and No, 4, Economy. 

The change to names applies only 
to the present No. 1, 2, 3 and 4 
grades of boards and two inch and 
thicker dimension, planks and tim- 
bers. Select Merchantable becomes 
top grade in boards and Select 
Structural top grade in dimension. 

The lettering system—B & Btr., 
C and D-—remains in effect on fin- 
ish, flooring, casing and other 
items. The only change in this 
category is that C & Btr. becomes 
the top grade of flat grain clears. 
This is in line with current prac- 
tices. Vertical grain clears continue 
to be designated B & Btr., C and D. 

The name of the West Coast 
Bureau of Lumber Grades and In- 
spection has been changed to the 
less-cumbersome West Coast Lum- 
ber Inspection Bureau. 


Tighter Skip Rules 


Under the old rule, a full-length 
skip in No, 2 dimension was per- 
mitted, This caused more difficulty 


than any other provision in Rule 
#14, the grading rule to be sup- 
planted by Rule 15. The FHA re- 
garded a full-length skip as inten- 
tional scant sawing. 

The universal feeling in the in- 
dustry was that this rule should be 
tightened—and as a matter of good 
merchandising, handled at the man- 
ufacturers’ end. Consequently, Rule 
No. 15 provides that Standard—the 
old No. 2 grade—may have hit-and- 
miss skips on the edge, but not be 
skipped the full length. 

The Standard joists and planks 
(2x6 and wider) becomes a little 
better. Fiber stress value has been 
upped from 1100 f. to 1200 f., and 
a medium grain requirement has 
been included. 

Finish Thickness Reduced 

The thickness of boards and fin- 
ish items has been reduced from 
25/32” to 4%”. At the present time, 
50% of such material is *%4”. There 
is more value in 25/32” than is 
needed. The official change merely 
recognizes the current practice. 
Those who wish to buy 25/32” 
boards may still buy them, and have 
them grade stamped as such. 

Rule 15 will have a standard pro- 
vision on material six inches in 
width—5'” instead of 552” as at 
present. This applies already in the 
larger sizes—71", 914”, 1114”. 
This new provision simply makes 
the practice uniform, 

Effective date of the new rules 
will be announced in the immediate 
future and copies of Rule 15 will be 
mailed to all segments of the in- 
dustry. 





Keep Credit Curbs 
Urges Insurance Group 


Don’t relax mortgage credit 
curbs, a group of insurance execu- 
tives urged the government late 
in December. 

A 12-man committee, composed 
of some of the nation’s top insur- 
ance company officers, declared 
that moderately stricter mortgage 
credit terms on government backed 
home loans will aid in eliminating 
“speculative excesses” but will 
not prevent a “healthy volume of 
home construction and home mort- 
gage lending in coming months.” 

The group emphasized that there 
is “no indication that the volume 
of life insurance funds available 
to home purchasers will show any 
reduction.” The insurance firms 
expect to make some $6.5 billion 
of real estate mortgage loans this 
year, “by far the largest mortgage 
loan year in history.” 
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Housing Starts Down 


starts de- 
clined slightly more than season- 
ally in November to 90,000 units, 
the U. 8S. Dept. of Labor’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics announced. Al-

though starts dropped 16% over 
the month, November 1955 was the 
second highest since 1949; the 
peak was last year when there was 
unprecedented winter homebuild- 
ing. 

More than 114 million nonfarm 
dwelling units were started during 
the first 11 months of 1955. Of 
these, nearly 1,237,000 units were 
privately owned, virtually assur- 
ing an annual total of a little over 
1.3 million private units in 1955. 

The 89,200 units of private hous- 
ing started in November represent 
a seasonally adjusted annual rate 
of 1,203,000 units, about 3% below 
the previous two months.

Lone Star and Bessemer 
Hike Cement Prices 


Lone Star Cement Co. has an- 
nounced increases in cement prices 
of 10-25¢ at six additional] mills 
and Bessemer Limestone & Ce- 
ment Co, is making a 6% increase 
at its cement plant. 

Lone Star’s 10¢ a barrel price 
rise is in effect at Greencastle, 
Ind., Dallas and at Bonner Springs, 
Kan. The hike at Houston will be 
15¢ a barrel; 20¢ at Spocari, Ala., 
and 25¢ at Birmingham. 


M & M Raises Prices On 
Douglas Fir Plywood 


Price increases of $3-10 a thou- 
sand feet on Douglas fir plywood 
have been announced by M & M 
Wood Working Co. It is not a per- 
centage increase; the increases 
depend on thickness and the $3 
boost applies to 14,” thick panels. 

The increases cover all interior 
and exterior sanded grade panels 
which, on an industry basis, ac- 
count for about three-fourths of 
all production. 

According to M & M, the price 
hike is due to increased costs. It 
is the first boost in mill prices of 
1,” thick sanded panels by a major 
mill in more than a year. Other 
thicknesses have been raised from 
$2-4 a thousand square feet during 
the last year. Sheathing grades, 
on which quotations were recently 
reduced, are not affected by the 
increase. 


Construction Awards 
Hit New Record Highs 


New record highs were set in 
November in contract awards 
for future construction in the 37 
states east of the Rockies covered 
by reports to F. W. Dodge Corp., 
the construction news firm has 
announced. 

After a dip in October, the trend 
climbed again. Up 20% from No- 
vember, 1954 the grand total was 
$1,796,787,000—highest November 
in Dodge history. It was also the 
18th of the last 19 months to show 
an increase over the same month 
of the previous year. 

Dodge figures show a 2% gain 
in dollar volume of residential 
building contracts over November 
64 after declines in September and 
October. But non-residential con- 
tract volume was up 35% and utili- 
ties and public works up 37% over 
the same month last year. 

While commenting on the def- 
inite shift from residential to non- 
residential building, Dr. George 
Cline Smith, economist for F. W. 
Dodge said, “because awards have 
remained high there’s no doubt 
that 1956 will get off to a roaring 
start” in construction activity.

In this interview, Art Winfree, Vice President of Steel Door Corporation, 
manufacturers of Berry Garage Doors, reveals why the lumber dealer 
must offer an installation service if he is going to remain the hub of 
the building industry. He also reveals what his company is doing to 
help the lumber dealer recapture the garage door business with Berry 
Garage Doors and the Berry Garage Door Installation Program. 


Q: Why has it become necessary for the lumber 
dealer to offer an installation service on specialized 
equipment? 


Winfree: The installing type dealer has become a virtual 
necessity in areas where merchant builders are operating. 
The home building industry has gone through a tremendous 
revolution in the last five years. Out of this revolution has 
emerged what is commomn:y referred to as the merchant 
builder. Personally, I prefer to call this fellow a master 
contractor.

Q: Is anything being done about this situation as far 
as garage doors are concerned?

Q: How long does it usually take for a lumber dealer 
to get an installation service started?

In the second week of December 
the Federal Home Loan Bank Board 
did relax some restrictions on home 
mortgage credit. In September the 
Board had told the 4,317 savings 
and loan institutions that they must 
rely upon their own savings de- 
posits to finance new mortgages 
Under the law a member associa- 
tion can borrow a maximum sum 
equal to 50 per cent of its savings 
capital from the Home Loan Bank 
system. But as a matter of practice 
the Bank Board has limited this 
maximum to 25 per cent. In Sep 
tember it cut out this line of credit, 
except to meet prior commitments 
and certain emergencies. Then on 
December 12 the Board announced 
another change permitting a mem 
ber association to borrow up to a 
sum, equal to ten per cent of its 
savings capital, from the Home 
Loan Bank for expanded mortgage 
lending; provided the increase 
over current borrowings is not more 
than five per cent of its savings 
capital. It is estimated this will 
make available about a billion dol 
lars in new mortgage credit

While at this writing no official 
decision has been made, there is a 
plan in the discussion stage among 
top officials to return to the 30-year 
maximum repayment 
home loans underwritten by FHA 
and VA, Last July this period was 
reduced to 25 years.

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EDITORIAL: 


Headaches Ahead For Homeowners, Retailers? 





Are consumers headed for disappointment—deal- 
ers for frustration? 

Have you tried to get a bathroom remodeled lately? 
A recreation room installed? An attic converted? 

If you have, you are aware of a fundamental con- 
dition affecting both the “Operation Home Improve- 
ment” and “Action” programs. 

The two prime facts of the matter are: (1) that car- 
penters and other building mechanics prefer to work 
on new construction when it is obtainable and (2) 
that men with the ability to estimate accurately the 
labor and material costs of involved repair, improve 
ment, modernization and remodeling jobs, are hard 
to find. 

Recently a neighbor had an attic remodelling job 
to figure. 

It was submitted to four carpenter-contractors for 
estimatee-the top bid was more than twice that of 
the lowest estimate, and there was several hundred 
dollars’ difference between each of the four bids. 

Thirty-seven percent of all occupied American 
houses are sub-standard. The percentage ranges 
from 18% in Washington, D. C., to 77% in Missis 
sippi. Each of these properties needs a major im- 
provement, 

According to W. C. Bober, economist, Johns 
Manville Co. (American Lumberman, Dec. 12) this 
and other structural improvement markets offer a 
potential for 1956 of $21 billions—nearly twice that 
of the new home construction potential. 


Requires Professionals 


We cannot brush off the annoying truth that only 
a fraction of this volume can be performed by the 
homeowner himself—the balance needs the service 
of competent sales people, draftsmen, construction 
superintendents and building mechanics. 

Manufacturers, consumer publications—even gov- 
ernmental agencies are channeling consumers to 
the local lumber dealer as the logical place to buy 
home improvements 

The opportunity is obvious, the challenge terrific, 
the price of failure catastrophic. 

It is not a question of whether the dealer will lead 
or not--it is a question of the quality and quantity 
of the individual's and the industry’s leadership! 


Dealers Not Ready 


This challenge has caught many dealers seriously 
unprepared for such a challenge. 

Yes, there are headaches ahead big ones but 
fortunately the cures are apparent and available, 

The problem is to get them used. If they aren't 
used, millions of consumers may be disappointed when 
they seek home improvements from their lumber deal- 
er. The whole industry should be united in making 
certain that this doesn’t happen. 

The prescription for cure is organizational and 
educational. 

The dealer must have important help from other 
factors of the industry. 

Manufacturers and their wholesalers in the future 
will engineer the efficiency of the distribution of their 
products at both the point of sale and the point of 
installation. 

Educational data sheets will be packaged with 
products covering installation and application details. 
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Similar data sheets for floor, window and counter 
displays will be attached to invoices 

Other manufacturers will follow the pattern of 
kitchen cabinet manufacturers, who have taught their 
retail distributors how to estimate accurately the 
cost of installation and erection of the consumer 
packages involving their products 


Manufacturers Challenged 


Who should be more interested in the cost of labor 
applied to a product at the point of installation than 
the producer? How many manufacturers have a de- 
tailed and accurate knowledge of this problem? 

It looks like this will be one of the major develop- 
ments in building products marketing in the near 
future. 

Costs may be measured in minutes, hours and days 
of labor and readily adjusted to local labor rates. 
This is the way the kitchen cabinet manufacturers 
did it. 

With estimating, installation and merchandising 
help from manufacturers and wholesalers, the dealer 
will be in a better position than ever to organize 
locally the needed help from other branches of the 
industry. 


Qualify Contractors 


Contractors interested in home improvement work 
should be identified, qualified, indexed and made 
conscious members of a home improvement sales and 
construction team—with the dealer’s establishment 
the central sales and information headquarters for 
all. 

A perpetual inventory of available mechanics 
should be maintained at the dealer headquarters for 
the benefit of the local home improvement industry. 
Unemployed mechanics (both union and non-union) 
could be taught to call in when in need of work. 

A thorough search for local estimators competent 
to estimate accurately home improvement work 
should be made. It is evident with the enormous sales 
potential available one or more of such men could 
be continuously employed at such work and well paid 
for it. 


Fix-it Service 


A minor headache is the problem of the homeowner 
who needs but a few hours’ work in a minor repair 
job. This has been handled by dealers successfully 
in two ways—by having available a list of retired 
mechanics interested in part-time work; and by 
equipping a station wagon or light repair truck with 
a two-way radio and hiring a capable mechanic full 
time. (One dealer started with one such truck, now 
has five!) 

So much for the organizational phases of the prob 
lem. Needed educational programs will be covered 
in our next issue.

There is nothing more disastrous to getting off on 
the right foot than arriving without a hotel reserva- 
tion. And if pre-registration is encouraged by your 
association, it will save you time and energy to reg- 
ister ahead of time. You will need all your energy! 


Now to get down to the basic fundamentals of en 
joying and profiting by your convention attendance 
Here are some suggestions: 


1, Study the program. If possible, look at the 
program in advance. Decide which of the ses- 
sions appear most valuable to you and your 
company.

Summary: Repairs and remodeling will keynote most con- 


ventions, but there will be much emphasis on better

Operation Home Improvement, 
a nation-wide campaign to encour 
age more repairs and remodeling 
in 1956, will be described and en 
couraged by speakers at almost 
every convention this year.

expandable retail showroom 


Designing a retail showroom today requires a 
balance of several important factors. Cost is the 
first consideration, but the final design must still 
be attractive and not barn-like. Essentially the 
entire structure must be tailored to suit the retail- 
er’s needs with a floor layout that results in maxi- 
mum sales for each square foot of store area. 

Developing a building that is easily expanded 
at a later date is especially vital in this industry. 
New yards are going up in many growing suburban 
communities where a retailer with 500 potential 
customers today may have 2,000 in just a few 
years. 

Unless expansion is considered in the original 
design, there is a good chance that increasing the 
size of the building will result in prohibitive ex 
pense and the final structure may look “tacked-on.” 


Plan ahead. Fortunately new building tech- 
niques make it much easier to develop a showroom 
with expansion possibilities plus fresh, new beau- 
ty. By combining research and new material, the 
designer finds he can come up with many sugges- 
tions for expandable retail salesrooms. 

The showroom developed by James N, Linden- 
berger for American Lumberman specifies built-up 
wood roof members designed by Timber Engineer 
ing Company, an NLMA affiliate, to facilitate fu- 
ture expansion. The exposed trusses are spaced

at 16’ intervals above the roof deck construction. 
The clear-span interior of 40’ offers the dealer 
complete flexibility on his inside store layout. 


Modular units. Five bays, each 16’, result in a 
showroom 80’ in length. The width is 40’. Total 
store area is 3,200 square feet. 

One of the interesting features of this showroom 
is the interchangeable 4’ x 8’ panels that form the 
exterior curtain walls. The term “showcase” is 
frequently written to describe the inside of a retail 
showroom. Here, for the first time, is a plan that 
permits the entire exterior to be quickly changed 
at any time. 

Take a look at the sketch. We show on the left 
the first two exterior panels solid areas which 
could be any siding that you wished to feature. 
The next two insert panels are plate glass, but 
they could be solid materials if you wished more 
wall space for the inside store layout. 


Never obsolete. It goes without saying that all 
the panels could be glass, or they all could be solid 
building materials. Structurally this building will 
never become dated because the exterior will 
reflect the newest finishes, the newest products as 
they come on the market. And it’s all possible with 
curtain wall construction. 

The architect has sketched the truss members 
exposed and you may question this decision. We 
will say this much. Buildings are going up this 
way today and the designer feels that a retail 
building material dealer should not conceal the 
framework of his showroom. He believes this de- 
sign will educate both the consumer and contrac-

tor on newer building techniques. Also it shows 
what can be done with lumber properly engineered 
and on the inside it gives a completely clear ceil- 
ing. 

Grows with volume. The building expands in 
multiples of 16° as a dealer’s business prospers. 
The second step probably would be a 40’ or 60’ 
addition which could be used as a warehouse as a 
starter. Later, as more space is required for the 
showroom proper, the addition can be taken over 
and finished-off to match the original building. 


Dealer decision. In selecting a building design 
the retail lumber dealer is often disturbed by two 
conflicting points of view. Personally he may pre 
fer conservative “monumental” structures that 
require a lot of expensive materials and plenty of 
skilled labor. On the other hand, he sees trim 
schools, factories and other buildings going up 
using advanced designs that cost less to build. 
Schools are a good example. If schools today were 
built using old-fashioned methods, they would cost 
35% or more for each square foot of space 


Examples coming. It’s encouraging to report 
that more dealers in this industry each month are 
deciding in favor of up-to-date, advanced designs 
that are sure to create enthusiasm and approval 
in their own communities. The retailers are being 
influenced by the cost factor, but there is a growing 
understanding that a retail yard should be a pace 
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maker when it comes to styling and clever use of 
building materials. 

We will shortly begin presenting features on 
these newer buildings that have a feeling of fresh 
ness and an understanding for using materials 
creatively. They are all yards now built and op 
erating profitably. 


Suggested layout. The layout for the store above 
is straightforward and quite simple. American 
Lumberman fixtures have been acaled to the floor 
plan and as shown the store features a complete 
line of products 

At the rear of the showroom there is an opera 
tions core for both sales and the office. Stools are 
detailed and the counter is near the home planning 
center to make it easy to service prospects If 
private offices are required, the small! items storage 
area could be used for this purpose 

Private offices are fine if you can afford them, 
but it’s well to keep in mind that they will rob 
space from the selling floor and will probably be 
used only about 25% of the time. In theory privacy 
is needed to discuss prices, but we find a price 
policy is soon known all over town

A system for prevention and 
collection of delinquent accounts, 
which includes the use of a pro- 
fessional collection agency, has 
cut bad debt losses by 50% for the 
Meadowbrook Lumber & Equip- 
mnt Co., Bellmore, L. L, N. Y. 


According to Meadowbrook’s 
accounting officer, Abraham Rich, 
here are the advantages of the 
firm's system 

1. The system saves the 


pany loss of time, 
money and customers 


com 
effort, 


Utilizing the help of a pro 
fessional agency saves the 
firm the cost of a collector 
and a typist, and it saves 
the accounting officer an av- 
erage of 14% days per week. 
Last year alone, the system 
resulted in collection § of 
$1,185 from presumably dead 
accounts, 

All accounts receivable are 
checked and aged by com 
pany employes once a month. 


The past-due accounts are 
checked four times per month 
by an agency man. As a re 
sult, accounts that are past 
due more than nine days get 
immediate attention. 


Accounts receivable now 
turn over on a 45-day aver- 
age. This keeps the firm’s 
capital liquid and helps avoid 
borrowing from banks. 


Without the continuing check 
system on accounts, 50% 
more would reach the costly 
stage, where they would have 
to be turned over to an 
agency for collection 


Annual volume of the Meadow- 
brook Lumber Co. is about $2 mil 
lion. About 60% of the firm’s 
business results from sales to job 
bing contractors in the highly 
competitive Long Island market. 

Because a_ serious collection 
problem existed, three years ago 
the firm hired the services of a 
professional collection agency 
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called the National Creditors As- 
sociation, New York. 


Makes Terms Known 


“We try to drive home the fact 
to contractors that all bills are 
payable by the 10th of the month 
following the purchase,” says 
tich. “Contractors who pay 
promptly are allowed a 2% dis- 
count on the price of the materials. 

“We rarely deviate from our 
due-date policy because we believe 
we are better off without custom 
ers who cannot pay their bills 
when they are due. With our some 
what strict interpretation of credit 
policies, we find that we sometimes 
make fewer sales, but we always 
make more profit on the overall 
operation.” 


Careful Credit Checks 


The firm uses two forms for 
credit records in opening accounts 
one for homeowners and one for 
contractor customers. The credit

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forms are similar, with the excep- 
tion that the contractor is required 
to list three or four of his sup- 
pliers. Telephone calls to the sup- 
pliers will establish immediately 
whether the contractor pays his 
bills. 

“It is often said that an account 
that is properly opened is half col- 
lected,” says Rich. 

The collection agency clears the 
consumer credit reports for $1 and 
the contractor reports for $2. 

“We find that if a customer’s 
credit is not or cannot be checked, 
we get into trouble if we go ahead 
and grant the credit,” says Rich. 


Aging of Accounts 


F. J. Bayer, manager of the Na- 
tional Creditors Association, says 
“Few lumber dealers have the time 
to check meticulously on the age 
of each of their accounts—and this 
often leads to costly trouble. 

“Simply sending out bills to 
customers every 30 days won't 
work. Before you know it, many 
accounts are in the 90-day bracket, 
the bills are almost uncollectable 
and the customers have gone else- 
where to buy.” 

Meadowbrook’s credit office staff 
of three people checks all state- 
ments around the 19th of each 
month to age accounts. Bayer 
comes to the office four times a 
month to take off information on 
accounts that are 30, 60 and 90 
days old. Bayer’s check often 
turns up past-due accounts that 
the office staff may miss. The ac 
counts that are furthest behind get 
primary attention. 

All bills must be paid by the 
10th of the month following pur- 
chase. However, one week’s grace 
is given to debtors, who have not 
paid by the 10th. The closely- 
geared program for collections 
goes into operation on the 19th of 
each month on unpaid bills. 


Collection Procedure 


The entire collection procedure 
is designed to prevent past-due 
accounts from getting into the 
difficult 60 to 90-day bracket 

Seven past-due notices, called 
duns, are sent to customers with 
past-due accounts on a_ weekly 
schedule. This system of mailing, 
as established by the collection 
agency, is automatic. It is also 
flexible; it can be speeded up or 
slowed down in special cases 

On new accounts, the first past- 
due notice sent to a customer is 
not a dun; it is a courteous letter 
calling the customer’s attention to 
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the past-due bill. From this point 
on, bills sent to the customer carry 
the legend: Member: National 
Creditors Association. The psy- 
chological effect of the legend 
helps speed payments. (Note: See 
sequence illustrations of duns.) 

The second and third duns sent 
are merely bills. The third carries 
the sticker seal of the collection 
agency, which reminds customers 
to protect their good credit stand- 
ing. 

If the bill is not paid after the 
fourth mailing (meaning the bill 
is 30 days old), the account is 
turned over to the agency for col- 
lection. Once an account reaches 
the agency level, it is out of 
Meadowbrook’s hands. However, 
the agency checks with the dealer 
prior to each succeeding step to 
see if the bill has been paid or if 
the next step must be taken. 


Putting on the Pressure 


The fifth dun sent to the debtor 
is an auditor’s letter (see cut 
The sixth notice is a statement 
telling the customer that unless 
his bill is paid, his good credit 
standing may be destroyed. The 
seventh dun is an official-looking 
final notice telling the customer to 
pay-up “or else.” 

After each of the steps from the 
fourth to the seventh, the collec- 
tion agency calls the debtor to 
make sure he is receiving the no- 
tices and to see if he will make 
the payment. The calls made by 
the agency are always courteous 
and in a positive vein in an attempt 
to hold the customer for the lum- 
ber company. 


Signing a Note 


If the bill is not paid after the 
seventh notice, an agency repre 
sentative makes a personal call on 
the customer and tries to get him 
to sign a note for the bill. The 
note is carefully conceived with 
provisions for the debtor to make 
either a lump payment or a series 
of payments on his bill. The note 
is actually a two-way approach in 
an attempt to get the customer to 
pay up. 

The note, of course, can be pre- 
sented to a customer at any time 
during the collection procedure 
For example, a customer may cal! 
up and ask for a delay on his bill 
and offer to sign a note. Once a 
note is signed, grounds for action 
in case of non-payment are solid 
and sure. 

“One thing we will not do is 
make a settlement for less than 
the full amount of a bill,” says 
Rich. “We would rather go to 
court on an unpaid bill to teach 
both the contractor and ourselves 
a lesson. We keep detailed records

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Step-By-Step Collection Procedure 


Nine days after a bill becomes due, Meadowbrook mails three 

statements one week apart. Notation on the first statement 

reads: '\t would appear from our records as of 

that your purchases for the month of April in the amount of 
s not yet paid. We would appreciate your 

early attention to this matter,’ 

Notation on second statement reads: ‘We are sorry to 
note that we have had no response to our request for payment 
of (month stated) purchases. Your immediate attention to this 
matter is desirable. Amount past due ¥ 


Notation on third statement carried a red-bordered re- 
minder signed “Member of National Creditors Association.” 
This reminder reads: ‘This past due account, no doubt, has been 
an oversight on your part. We consider you a valuable customer. 
In the same friendly way that we ask for your patronage—w 
now ask for prompt payment of this account.” 


The delinquent customer next receives a statement from the 
firm's auditor. This reads: ''An audit of the account of Meadow 
brook Lumber & Equipment Corp. is now being made to verify 
all outstanding balances overdue. Your account shows a bal 
ance of as of the above date. We will appre 
ciate payment of the amount due. Thank you. 


The next warning comes on the letterhead of the National 
Creditors Collection Association. In part, the statement reads: 
"Because we believe this friendly notice will be appreciated by 
you, we are withholding the above account from our current 
report to the Credit Rating Department of the National Credi- 
tors Collection Association until you have been duly advised in 
this way of the importance of maintaining your credit rating. 
Kindly let us hear from you immediately.” 


FINAL NOTICE warns the delinquent customer that hi: past 
due account will be placed with the National Creditors 
ciation 
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TWO CREDIT FORMS, one for the consumer and one for the contractor 
are part of Meadowbrook's credit system. This short form is for the home- 


owner. 
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on all purchases in the event of 
later court action.” 

If a customer refuses to sign 
the note after the seven mailings, 
the case is taken to court by the 
agency attorneys under mechanics 
lien or other normal suit pro- 
cedures. 


Cost of the System 


Up to the time the agency must 
take over the collection of an 
account, the cost to the dealer (as 
charged by this agency) is 2% of 
the amount collected with a $50 
minimum. This pays for the 
agency services of using the asso- 
ciation’s emblem on bills and helps 
cover costs of aging the accounts 
by the agency. 

If collections are made by the 
agency, costs are: 15% of accounts 
less than three months old; 25% 
of accounts less than six months 
old; 25% of each payment of $100 
or more; 33% of each payment of 
$25 to $100; 50% of each payment 
of $1 to $25. If a case goes to 
court, costs of lawsuits not as- 
sessed on the debtor are addi- 
tional. 

The system of credits and col- 
lections has worked so smoothly 
for Meadowbrook that only about 
five accounts per month go two the 
agency for collection. 


Deviation Is Costly 


“The most difficult thing for us 
to decide,” says Rich, “is when it 
is necessary to handle an account 
in some other way. We try to 
avoid deviating from the system 
because when we do, it becomes 
more costly. 

“When a decision must be made 
on whether to change our course 
of action in special cases, the 
credit department submits the 
facts and a recommendation to the 
company officers and they make the 
final decision.” 


System Is a Success 

“Using the services of the 
agency has worked perfectly for 
us,” says Rich. “Our losses from 
bad debts have been cut 50%. The 
agency shoulders a big part of the 
burden of keeping our books in a 
healthy condition, which is of 
prime importance in this era of 
rising delinquencies. Their serv- 
ices also eliminate the necessity 
of occupying two positions: as a 
granter of credit and a collector.”

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Southeastern Dealers Hear Tips — 
How to Get More Profits in 1956 


The third annual Southeastern 
Dealer Convention and Building 
Material Show in Atlanta in No- 
vember was attended by a record 
1,244 dealers, suppliers and guests. 
Ninety-one exhibitors displayed 
their latest products at the show. 

Dr. Frank Goodwin of the Uni- 
versity of Florida, speaker at the 
opening luncheon, addressed the 
group on Keys to Profitable Sales. 
The noted authority on*marketing 
and salesmanship urged dealers to 
“keep your eye on the doughnut 
and not on the hole” to get their 
fair share of the volume in 1956 

Dr. Goodwin stressed the neces 
sity for dealers to recognize and 
treat with respect the whole per 
sonality of prospects. He urged 
treating shoppers with the “warm 
smile and sincere courtesy” needed 
to turn prospects into customers, 

Dillard Munford, Atlanta, presi 
dent of the Munford Do-It-Your 
self stores in the southeast, spoke 
on Extra Cash from Do-It-Yourself 
Business. Dealers may be passing 
up a good share of business and 
profits by not catering to the do-it 
yourselfers, he suggested. 


Primarily Cash Business 


“Do-It-Yourself business will be 
something of a salvation to a num 
ber of building material dealers. 

Not only does it require little 
investment, but it is primarily a 
cash business,” he declared, 

Munford stressed that a build 
ing product dealer does not sell 
merchandise, but “confidence, col 
or, convenience 
and cash sav 
ing.” He 
the customer 
self - confidence 
in his ability to 
start the job 
and do it su 
cessfully. He 
sells color be- 
cause women 
(who comprise 
the majority of his customers) buy 
a colorful floor—not just tile; a 
yay kitchen—-not a laminate coun 
ter 

The dealer sells convenience— 
the convenience of starting the job 
now and getting it done, not wait- 
ing until a competent professional 
is free to consider it. And he sells 
cash saving because at least half 
his customers are interested in the 
savings available through doing

the work themselves. Here, Mun- 
ford says, dealers should do a 
double job and sell quality of mate- 
rials as well as price. 


Creates Store Traffic 


“Not only is Do-It-Yourself a 
good return on... investment, but 
it creates store traffic which will 
buy many other items not in the 
normal field such as roofing and 
concrete blocks,” he concluded. 

Munford said his firm had 
proven a dealer could realize a 
35° mark-up on a $17,000 inven- 
tory and obtain a $130,000 annual 
sales volume by catering to the 
trade. 

Many dealers attending the show 
expressed strong interest in Mun- 
ford’s associate operation plan. 

Distribution Problem 

Findley M. Torrence, a dealer 
ind secretary of the Ohio Associa 
tion of Retail Lumber Dealers, con 
cluding speaker at the convention, 
poke on The Answer to the Distri 


bution Problem. 

“One of the industry’s current 
problems ... perhaps the one caus- 
ing the most complaints, is the 
problem of disorderly or so-called 
unethical distribution,” he de- 
clared. 


Suggested Solution 

To overcome the breakdown in 
distribution and by-passing of the 
retailer, he urged dealers to: 

Concentrate on consumer sales, 
not contractor business. 

Gauge the market for, and per- 
formance of, products sold. 

Check prices and be sure of a 
profitable mark-up. 

Advertise prices, emphasizing 
the packaged unit; make customers 
proud of the value. 

Control sales through leader- 
ship, handle financing for the job 
and sell creatively through full 
knowledge of the product, its use 
and value to the customer. 

“What the industry needs is not 
less, but more vigorous competi 
tion,” Torrence asserted. “We are 
losing our markets to people who 
are competing harder, but com- 
peting more intelligently.’

1955 — Record Housing, 
Lumber Year in Canada 


“Canadian lumber market con- 
ditions were extremely satisfac- 
tory throughout 1955,” reported 
Emilien L. Morin, retiring presi- 
dent of the Quebec Province 
Wholesale Lumber Association at 
the group’s annual meeting re 
cently. 

A record housing construction 
year largely accounted for steady 
improvement in the lumber busi 
ness and he predicted the trend 
would be maintained this year.

Seasonal Lull Steadies 
Tacoma Lumber Market 


TACOMA—tThe year end holi- 
days find conditions generally in 
the lumber market in this area to 
be steady and quiet. Demand is 
light, which is customary at this 
season. Production is fairly steady 
in view of unfavorable weather 
conditions. Logging roads in many 
places are impassable. Shipments 
have eased off somewhat, in keep- 
ing with demand. 

An unusual feature in recent 
weeks has been the arrival here of 
large shipments of spruce lumber 
from Alaska. These come princi- 
pally from Wrangell and Ketchi- 
kan and generally average about 
300,000 feet. Most of it goes to the 
Pacific Lumber Agency at Sumner, 
near here. More than 7,000,000 feet 
has been shipped here in this man- 
ner so far this year, as compared 
to more than 3,000,000 feet last 
year. Another major consumer of 
the lumber is the Posey Manufac- 
turing Company at Hoquiam. 

R. S. Jacobsen, district ranger 
for the Gifford Pinchot National 
Forest, says that a recent survey 
of timber in the Randle-Packwood 
district, first since 1942, should 
lead to an increase in the allowable 
cuts of timber. The present per- 
mitted cut is 75,000,000 board feet 
annually and the survey, which 
will be completed early in January, 
may permit the allowable cut to be 
increased as much as one-fourth to 
one-third, Total acres of timber in 
the Randle-Packwood district are 
about 485,000, which are main 
tained on a sustained yield basis. 
With from two to four feet of snow 
prevailing at higher elevations, 
logging in that area has virtually 
ended for this year. 

The state land commissioner has 
announced that state owned timber 
valued at $720,522 will be sold at 
public auction in February. The 
timber totals 21,331,000 board feet. 
The largest tract, some 5,000,000 
feet, is located near Ryderwood. 


Market Strong, Firm 
In Seattle Region 


SEATTLE—On the eve of the 
Christmas holidays and traditional 
shutdowns the lumber market here 
is mostly strong and steady with 
low production worrying traders. 
December brought considerable 
bad weather and what’s ahead is 
in the realm of conjecture. 

Specified green fir dimension in 
No. 1 and 2 grades has strength- 
ened $2. Green studs are very 
strong, bringing up to $10 higher 
than the current level of prices.

Fir and hemlock uppers are rather 
scarce. Kiln dried hemlock is in 
short supply. Shingles are steady 
with the exception of No. 2 perfec- 
tions and 5x which are 25¢ lower. 
Cedar siding is stronger with low 
grade items tending to advance. 
Mills still have good order files. 

Pines are stronger but not to 
the extent of forcing prices up. 
White fir is strong. Spruce is not 
as much in demand as pine. 

British Columbia is finding dif- 
ficulty in shipping lumber to the 
east coast due to high freights and 
inability to charter ships. 

The log inventory as of Decem- 
ber 1 is encouraging and unless 
unusual and long shutdowns oc- 
cur there will be enough logs for 
winter operation. The three dis- 
tricts of Puget Sound, Grays Har- 
bor and Columbia river reported 
1.6 billion feet or 50 million less 
than on November 1. Loggers are 
operating about 50% of capacity. 
Road restrictions have cut into 
production. 


Weather, Christmas 
Slows Most Mills 


SAN FRANCISCO—The north- 
ern California lumber market this 
week is interested only in Christ- 
mas trees! The market is almost 
completely dormant and mills are 
undergoing their normal Christ- 
mas period shutdown. 

One of the worst storms in 20 
years struck northern California, 
with rain and winds of almost 
hurricane force and many of the 
smaller mills may be forced out of 
business for anywhere from two 
weeks to three months because of 
critical mud conditions. 

Although the lumber market 
itself is dormant, everyone in the 
industry is cheerfully convinced 
that the slump is purely seasonal 
and that immediately after the 
holidays business will spring 
“right back to the amazing level 
it has held to all during 1955.” 


E. W. Daniels of Aberdeen, 
Wash., has retired after 17 years 
as chairman of the management 
committee of the Douglas Fir Ply- 
wood Association. His fellow 
workers told him to “take it easy” 
with the gift of a 26-foot Chris- 
Craft boat, complete with fishing 
equipment. Daniels’ successor on 
the committee is Arnold Koutonen, 
plywood manager for the St. Paul 
& Tacoma Lumber Co. 

The E. V. Prentice Company has 
been awarded the contract to build 
and equip the new Mt. Hood Hard 
board and Plywood cooperative’s 
green veneer mill at Estacada, 
Ore. 
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Stocks Low, Demand Slow, 
Prices Generally Firm 


KANSAS CITY — The lumber 
business in the southwest lapsed 
into its usual seasonal lull, with 
inventory-taking, holidays and bad 
weather sharing equally for the 
reduced movement of supplies. 
Retailers’ stocks were low and the 
same could be said for the mills. 
Some mills, which were not af- 
fected too markedly by the cold 
and snows, attempted to build up 
a little inventory and, statistically, 
the area showed production ahead 
of orders. 

Prices were firm throughout the 
lists, and, in the case of some gum 
grades, prices were lifted $1 a 
thousand board feet. The hardwood 
demand was fairly good and more 
inquiries and orders were coming 
from factories and boxing manu- 
facturers. 

The demand, what there was, 
still hewed to mixed cars and a 
wide assortment of stocks were ev- 
idenced in the limited buying tak- 
ing place in the closing weeks of 
1955. Mills reported a fair degree 
of inquiries for lumber to be 
shipped during January. 

Mills generally were quoting 
No. 2 boards, 1 x 6, at $83 to $85 
for kiln-dried, and $88 on 1 x 8s. 
There was not much air-dried 
stock around on account of the 
weather and price lists of such 
lumber was $81 to $83 for 1 x 6s 
and $83 to $85 for 1 x &s. On di- 
mension, 2 x 4s in 10 to 12-foot 
lengths, the price generally was 
$80 and on longer lengths the pre 
vailing mill price was $85. On 
2 x 6s the $85 price also obtained. 
C & btr finish, in 4, 6 and 8-inch 
sizes, ranged from $145 to $150. 
No, 2 gum was $46. 


Douglas Fir 


PORTLAND — Lumber produc- 
tion at Douglas fir sawmills for 
November, reported by Harris E. 
Smith, secretary of the West Coast 
Lumbermen’s Association, was 
163,139,000 b.f. or 87.1% of the 
1950-1954 weekly average. Orders 
averaged 149,751,000 b.f.; ship- 
ment 155,103,000 b.f. Weekly aver- 
ages for October were: production 
178,472,000 b.f., 95.2% of the 1950- 
1954 average; orders 145,863,000 
b.f.; shipment 162,837,000 b-f. 


Western Pine 


Orders were 90,435,000, ship 
ments were 72,095,000 and produc- 
tion was 83,189,000 feet for the 
week ending December 10. The 
report covered 108 mills belonging 
to the Western Pine Association. 
Shipments were 13.8% below pro- 
duction. Orders were 8.7% above 
production. Orders were 25.4% 
above shipments.

New Standard for 
Hollow-Core Flush Doors 


The new commercial standard 
for hardwood veneered hollow-core 
flush doors is being hailed by in- 
dustry leaders as “a prime aid to 
lumber distributors and dealers, 
builders, architects and home buy 
ers,” according to Ormie C. Lance,

The standard, CS 200-55, sets 
basic requirements for hollow-core 
doors, relating them to the NWMA 
grade labeling system, and covers 
inspection, methods of test, nomen 
clature and definitions.

The three grades, appiying to 
both interior and exterior hollow 
core doors, are Premium, Good and 
Paint. Interior doors are stamped 
with the proper grade in green and 
exterior doors in red. The grade 
marks appear on the upper or low- 
er edges of the doors
